Delamotte made the landscape 
illustrations to “ Windsor Castle,” by Ainsworth, to which Cruik- 
shank made the etchings, and he also made the folio illustrations 
of the Oxford colleges, which are so much appreciated to-day. 
Opposite the first title is an account of Delamotte, taken from 
Bryan’s “Dictionary of Painters and Engravers,” 1899 (vol. I, 
p. 380), in which it is stated that the artist’s works are chiefly 
outlined with the pen, and tinted, which exactly corresponds with 
these drawings, and that five of his works are in the South Ken- 
sington Museum. Opposite a large vignette on the title-page for 
vol. VIII there is a key to the characters, including Wellington, 
Brougham, Sibthorpe, Lord John Russell, Palmerston, Peel, 
Disraeli and Gladstone. Nothing is known of the Hawkins Col- 
lection, but from the fact that it was to be in eight volumes, royal 
folio, it must have been one of considerable importance.

Among the contents of this volume are several pieces of consider- 

able interest relating to Mary, Queen of Scots, extracted from the 

two Harleian Manuscripts numbered 787 and 6994. From the 
first volume is transcribed the letter of Lennox to Queen Mary 
concerning Darnley’s murder, the Marriage Contract of Mary and 

Bothwell, the Casket Sonnets, and extracts from the Casket 

Letters. The letter from the Earl of Lennox to Queen Mary, 

dated March 17, 1567, is one of a number written by the Ear] re- 

questing her to set on foot the trial of Darnley’s murderers with- 
out waiting for the meeting of Parliament. He particularly 
desired that Bothwell, and others named in the libels and placard 
fixed on the door of the Senate House, might be apprehended and 
the Nobility assembled for their examination. Bothwell, seeing 
that he was openly attacked, offered himself for trial, which was 
fixed for April_12, and the Earl of Lennox cited as accuser. On 
the day of trial Lennox did not appear, but sent a deputy to ask 
for a later date to be fixed. The Noblemen, however, continued 
the case, and acquitted Bothwell, protesting that neither the 

(ueen’s advocate nor Lennox had brought forward any evidence 

of guilt. The transcript of the Casket Sonnets is of peculiar 

interest and importance. Krom their first publication in 1569 

down to within the last ten years, these Sonnets have always been 

printed in an imperfect form, two lines, 7.e., Sonnet 3, line 13,and 
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Sonnet 8, line 6, being omitted. The English translation, made 
by George Buchanan, was made from a complete copy, and in later 
issues of the French Sonnets the two lines were supplied with 
conjectural re-translations from Buchanan’s English or, rather, 
Scott’s version. Quite recently it was noticed that the version in 
Harleian MSS. 787 was quite complete, but whoever made this 
present translation very many years ago must also have discovered 
the fact. /é 7s fairly certain that the Harleian Manuscripts are 
taken from the Originals submitted to the nglish Commissioners 
at Westminster in 1568. ‘he famous Casket Letters are six in 
number, but all the extracts given here are taken from the second. 
The Marriage Contract, which was also put forward in evidence, 
was also found in the Casket. The Casket contained two Con- 
tracts, one dated April 5, 1567, signed by Mary and Bothwell, 
making the contract contingent on Bothwell’s divorce. The other 
in French, signed by Mary alone, which does not mention the 
divorce. The transcripts are from MS. 6994, refer to the shame- 
ful efforts made by Queen Elizabeth to escape from being directly 
concerned in the execution of Mary by having her privately 
assassinated. The letters are those of Sir Francis Walsingham 
and William Davison to Sir Amyas Paulet and Sir Drue Drury, 
Mary’s guardians, at Fotheringhay. ‘The overtures of the Minis- 
ters to Mary’s gaolers, enemies of the Queen as they were, met 
with a stern refusal, and Paulet was rebuked by Elizabeth as a 
precise fellow, loud in boasting of his fidelity, but slack in giving 
proof of it.

BONAPARTE AND THE JiMPRESS JOSEPHINE AND QUEEN Hor- 
TENSE. A Series of Hight very important Letters, signed by 
them, dated 1793 to 1813. 


(a) Letter signed “ Buonaparte,” when General of Artillery (1793). 
The General of the Artillery to Citizen Pomme, ‘“Commissaire 
Ordonnateur ” of the Marine: 


I beg you Citizen, to be so good as to employ Citizen Tum (?) in the Corps 
of the Gendarmerie of the Marine, remarking that the said citizen left 
Toulon when the English entered it, and has served with courage in the 
Artillery at the time of the Siege.—(7vrans.). 


*.* Toulon, which had surrendered to the British Fleet, was re-taken 


by the French in 1793. Napoleon was in command of the artil- 

lery, and greatly distinguished himself during the siege. He is 

believed to have been the author of the plan of attack which led 

to victory, and was promoted to General of Brigade. This is a 

particularly valuable document, for M. de Brotonne, in the pre- 

face to “ Lettres inédites de Napoléon I,” states that signatures 
of Napoleon in the second year of the Republic are very rarely 
found in private collections. 

(b) Letter signed “Bonaparte,” when in command of the Army in 

Italy, dated Quartier General of Saone, the 2\st Germinal in the 

fourth year of the French Republic, one and indivisible (11th 

April, 1796). The General-in-Chief of the Army in Italy to 

Citizen Najac,- Maritime Agent of Toulon: 

Citizen, I have received the letter which you wrote to me, I am convinced 
you will use all possible zeal to procure for the Army all things which are 
required and of which you can dispose. It is important that the work should 
be done with the least possible delay.—(V’rans.). 

The Directory appointed General Buonaparte to the command of 

the Army in Italy on the 23rd Feb., 1796. ~On the 9th he 

married Josephine de Beauharnais, and left Paris for Italy two 
days. later. 

(c) Letter signed “ Bonaparte,” when First Consul. This document 
sets forth the services of Adjutant-Captain Hudry, applying for 
the grade of Chief of Battalion. There is a marginal note in 
Napoleon’s hand (?): “ At what battle was he present?” (¢rans.). 
Dated Paris, 15 Floreal (5th May, 1799), the First Consul 


*.* By the coup d’état of the 18th Brumaire (9th Nov., 1799), 


Napoleon overthrew the Directory. 

(dq) Letter signed “Bonaparte,” 4to, dated 17 Prairial an XT 
(1803), to the Minister of War, requesting him to order the 104th 
Half-Brigade of the Line to proceed to Maestricht, and the 80th 
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Half-Brigade to Mayence. “‘These two Half-Brigades will leave 
only on the Ist Messidor” (¢rans.). With this letter are eight 
assignats of the Revolutionary period 


(e) Letter signed “Napoleon,” as Emperor. On a Petition, signed, 


from Francois Antoine, Count Boissy d’Anglas, dated Paris, 
6 Fructidor an XII (24 Aug. 1804). Petition to the Emperor 
for a post as Sub-Prefect for his eldest son, setting forth his 
qualifications and thanking Napoleon for his past benefits. Mar- 
ginal note in Napoleon’s hand: “ Referred to the Minister of the 
Interior to present him as a candidate,” Pont-de-brique, 7th 
Fructidor An XII (25 Aug. 1804) 

At this date Napoleon had been Emperor for about three months, 
having been crowned the 18th of May with great pomp in the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame. Boissy d’Anglas (1756-'826) was a 
Commandant of the Legion of Honour, instituted by Napoleon. 


(f) The Original Draft of a highly important Dispatch (dated 


September 7th, 1813), to Maréchal St. Cyr, with many passages 
crossed out, and corrections added in Napoleon’s own hand. 
(Maréchal Gouvion Saint-Cyr was then in command of the 1st and 
14th Corps forming the advance guard of Napoleon’s army, his 
headquarters being at Pirna). The Emperor states that his 
account is not full enough to enable him to form an opinion of 
the Enemy’s projects. More particulars are wanted of the engage- 
ment fought on the 5th. ““How many troops did he engage ? 
How many Cannon on both sides?” On the 6th, “The 
manceuvres of the Enemy are not shown.” Further on, Napoleon 
comments: © No details whatever are given of the Enemy’s 
manceuvres.” Napoleon insists that the Maréchal did not give. 
him the means of forming his: opinion “upon the Enemy’s pro- 
jects.” He has not sent a Report of the Engagements of the 20th 
and 21st, or the names of the Officers who distinguished them- 
selves, etc. Directions are given by Napoleon for future opera- 
tions. Pirna was not to be evacuted unless the Enemy appear in 
ereat force, etc. 

This important Dispatch, which covers eight folio pages, is not in 
the edition of Napoleon’s Letters published by the Commission 
appointed by Napoleon ILI, nor is it included in the Collection of 
Napoleon’s Letters published by M. de Brotonne, supplementing 
the former, in which many documents were purposely omitted. It 
has probably never been published, and is extremely characteristic 
of Napoleon’s correspondence. The present highly important 
Dispatch was dictated by the mperor, and then annotated by him 
as noted above. |

signed by her daughter, Hortense Kugénie de Beauharnais, Queen 
of Louis Bonaparte and mother of Napoleon III. This document,

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Imperial Palace, Malmaison, and by Hortense, at her Paris Palace, 
on March 31st, 1813

(h) HoRTENSE EUVGENIE DE BEAUHARNAIS (QUEEN OF HOLLAND) 
Holograph Letter, signed “H.” to her mother (the Empress 
Josephine), 1 p. 4to, Aprel 30th (1807). An interesting letter, in 
which the Queen writes of her eldest son Napoleon (who died 5th 
May, 1807), having the fever. She has been very anxious. The 
King has returned from a short visit, he is very well. “ Adieu, 
ma chere maman. Donne-moi, je te prie, des Nouvelles de 
V’Empereur.”

A most interesting document, from the Thane and Upcott col- 
lections. Edward VI had died five months previously. Thomas 
Howard, third Duke of Norfolk, was thrown into prison at the 
same time as his son, the Poet” Earl of Surrey, who was 
beheaded ; the death of Henry VIII saved his father from the 
block. Norfolk was released from prison by Mary on her 
accession to the throne.

It was for this 
reason that, on the death of Mary Tudor, the Queen of Scots 
claimed the throne of England, and quartered the arms of 
England. The Earl of Shrewsbury, to whom this letter was 
addressed when in command of a force raised to resist a rising of 
the Scots in aid of the French, died in 1560, and was succeeded 
by his son George, who was for so many years the keeper of 
Mary Queen of Scots, at Tutbury, Chatsworth, Sheffield Castle, 
and other of his country places.

My last was by ye Pearle since which I received a Comand from his High- 
ness to keep the flleete intire (not with standing a former order to y® contrary 
for sending part of it home) provided uppon intelligence of a fleete making 
ready in Cadiz designed for our station, which in part wee have found to bee 
true whereof I thought fitt to give you an accot togeather wth ye reasons of 
our coming to this place, yt uppon view of y® whole you may judge of the 
condition of the fleete, and the states of ouraffairs. The 6th. Inst. [received 
a lre from Capt Eustace Smith (a coppy whereof comes herewith) concerning 
that fleete ; whereuppon wee imediately stood for the coast of Barbary within 
3 Leagues of Mamora, where they must pass in sight of vs if they went along 
yt coast, but wee not seeing them made towards ye bay of Cadiz, sending 
two friggts afore to gaine Intelligence what was become of them, who 
returned y@ 12th. with this, yt, they sett sayle from thence 7 daies before and 
were plying off Cape Vincent to which place wee hastened and y® 15th. in 
ye morning espied them to windward of us wee being then off the bay of 
Lagos whither wee intended to goe towater. But they bearing vp vppon vs 
with intent as wee thought to fight us, I called a Councell of Warre which 
unanimously resolved to engage them y® next optunity ; being moved there- 
unto through an ernest desire yt wee had to see an end of our tedious 
expectation and a dispaire of being able to continue many daies longer at 
sea for want of Liquor and also to prevent an acession of strength which wee 
had some notice was coming from St. Sebastian. The Spanish flleete kept 
not long yt course but tackt about and stood all yt night. In y® morning 
wee were faire by them but being litle wind, a greate sea, and a thick ffogg 
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wee could doe nothing yt day. The next day wee continued y® same resolu- 
tion, and to yt end send the friggts ahead to gaine ye wind of them and to 
engage them ; but evening approaching before they could fetch them vp and 
yy rest of our flleete being far a sterne wee thought it best to desist for 
y" time. 

These cheques of Providence put vs uppon second thoughts and a strict 
review of our Instructions, which being all pervsed, and compared together 
wee could not find any authority therein given vs to fight that party but 
rather ye contrary. The next thing yt lay before vs was our condition in 
point of victualls which wee examined and found in some shipps, but fower 
dayes drinke, the whole ffleete not being able to make aboue eight at short 
allowance, and a great part of yt stinking both beverage, and water. 

There uppon wee considered what course wee should take for a supply, 
and whither to goe for ye same. To goe againe to Lagos wee held difficult 
and inconvenient the place being troublesome for watering, and all ye Country 
hereabouts not able to furnish us with one pipe of beverage wine more, so 

, yt wee had noe other place to propose for recruits but Lixbone, and for 
y* wee resolved ; yetstayed two daies after to waite ye Spaniard’s intentions, 
and ye 21 Inst. lay with our sayles halld upp untill they gott ye wind and 
were very neere us, but they then tacht and stood from us, whereby wee 
plainely perceived that they had noe order to fight. us, as wee were likewise 
informed by a Capt of one of their shipps which wee examined coming 
thorough our flleete 3 daies before. 

The 22th our liquor being neere expended wee made towards this place 
leauing ye Diamond behind us with orders to ply between-Cape Vincents and 
ye bay of Lagos to attend ye Coming of any vessell unto us out of England, 
and ye 24th. anchored in this road. ~ 

By yé 5th. of ye next moneth I hope all will be aboard wee take from this 
place being only beverage wine, and water answerable to our other Victualls 
of which wee have a moneths at shorte allowance, and this allowance haue 
bin at this six weekes. I have taken all possible care to lengthen out all 
other sorts of provision ; more especially Licquor, and to y* end the whole 
ffleete haue boyled their meate in salt water for tenn weekes past, whereby 
diuers of our men dayly fall sick with ye scurvey. Wee haue now noe hopes 
of further supplyes but from your selues concerning which [I should haue bin ~ 
very glade to haue had a line from yot by ye Assurance whither the order 
for sending 3 m° victualls more unto us menconed in yours of the 13th. June 
been prosecuted or forborne which supplies if they come not to us in few 
daies, and therewith all sorts of stores proportionable especially sayles, and 
a good quantity of beere in Iron bound caske (the caske which we have being 
rotten, and unfitt for service) wee shall be constrayned to come home. I 
shall not add more at present, but my prayers to ye Lord to guide and direct 
you in all yor affaires, I remayne,

The suite of my 
brother Maximilien has orders to set out, and I do not doubt that he will 
soon return to his duty.

Where by 
your letters of the furst of August you did affirm unto us that all things 
promised in the Indenture of Abstinence by you shuld on our parts be sin- 
cerely observed, and that no fault in you shall appere in according to the 
general pacification : we were thereof right glad and so we declared in our 
letter to you dated the 13th. of this said moneth of August. Nevertheles we 
have hard sithence complaints made on the other partie that little or 
nothing is observed thereof. And especially that the town of Edinburgh, 
which should be patent, is now still holden by your Garrison, and souldiours 
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placed in the merchants houses thereof, who do use very insolently the 
honest merchants and burgesses of the Town, especially those that were on 
thaduerse faction. Wherat we do not a little mervaill, and be right sory 
to here, that on your part any occasion should be given, either to contynue 
the old grudges, or to brede any new. The French Ambassador here resi- 
dent hath ben very earnest with us in this matter, and in furhterings the 
complaint, as a thing that toucheth both the King his Majestys honour and 
ours in this good work so well begon among youe at the testimony and 
accord of both our Ambassadors, shuld of your part be so little regarded and 
kept: Wherof we pray you so earnestly as we can that ye wold take great 
care and spedy order, if any thing hath ben attempted or now is don or 
suffred to be don by youe contrary to the first accord indented, that it be 
incontinently and without delay removed. And also with as convenient 
spede as you may, to certifie us again of your doings in this behalf, that we 
may have wherwith to content ourself, and to satisfie the said (French) 
Ambassador. And so we pray God to have you in his keping geven under 
our signet at Killingworth the 22nd. day of August 1572 the 14th. yere of 
our reign.

Believed to be unique. No other. copy, perfect or imperfect, is 
known. It is printed in small octavo, and contains sixteen 
leaves. ‘The printer, Robert Wyer, was at work in the early part 
of the sixteenth century, and was entered as a printer in the sub- 
sidy roll of 1524, but no dated work of his is known earlier than 
1531. In 1536 the ownership of his printing office passed from 
the Bishop of Norwich to the Duke of Suffolk, so that books 
which have in their Colophon, “in the Duke of Suffolkes rentes ” 
should be placed after that year. The majority of Wyer’s publica- 
tions were small tracts and abridgements. Being of so slight a 
character, his books were soon destroyed and are, consequently, 
extremely rare, many being now only known from single or 
imperfect copies. Of the Magna Carta the present is the only 
copy known. It is entered amongst Wyer’s books in the Hand- 
lists of English Printers issued by the Bibliographical Society 
(1913), but no copy could then be referred to.

Among the contents of this volume are several pieces of consider- 
able interest relating to Mary, Queen of Scots, extracted from the 
two Harleian Manuscripts numbered 787 and 6994. From the 
first volume is transcribed the letter of Lennox to Queen Mary 
concerning Darnley’s murder, the Marriage Contract of Mary and 
Bothwell, the Casket Sonnets, and extracts from the Casket 
Letters. The letter from the Karl of Lennox to Queen Mary, 
dated March 17, 1567, is one of a number written by the Ear] re- 
questing her to set on foot the trial of Darnley’s murderers with- 
out waiting for the meeting of Parliament. He particularly 
desired that Bothwell, and others named in the libels and placard 
fixed on the door of the Senate House, might be apprehended and 
the Nobility assembled for their examination. Bothwell, seeing 
that he was openly attacked, offered himself for trial, which was 
fixed for April 12, and the Earl of Lennox cited as accuser. On 
the day of trial Lennox did not appear, but sent a deputy to ask 
for a later date to be fixed. The Noblemen, however, continued 
the case, and acquitted Bothwell, protesting that neither the 
@ueen’s advocate nor Lennox had brought forward any evidence 
of guilt. The transcript of the Casket Sonnets ts of peculiar 
interest and importance. Krom their first publication in 1569 
down to within the last ten years, these Sonnets have always been 
printed in an imperfect form, two lines, 7.e., Sonnet 3, line 13,and 
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Sonnet 8, line 6, being omitted. The English translation, made 
by George Buchanan, was made from a complete copy, and in later 
issues of the French Sonnets the two lines were supplied with 
conjectural re-translations from Buchanan’s English or, rather, 
Scott’s version. Quite recently it was noticed that the version in 
Harleian MSS, 787 was quite complete, but whoever made this 
present translation very many years ago must also have discovered 
the fact. Jt ¢s fairly certain that the Harlecan Manuscripts are 
taken from the Originals submitted to the English Commissioners 
at Westminster in 1568. The famous Casket Letters are six in 
number, but all the extracts given here are taken from the second. 
The Marriage Contract, which was also put forward in evidence, 
was also found in the Casket. The Casket contained two Con- 
tracts, one dated April 5, 1567, signed by Mary and Bothwell, 
making the contract contingent on Bothwell’s divorce. The other 
in French, signed by Mary alone, which does not mention the 
divorce. The transcripts are from MS. 6994, refer to the shame- 
ful efforts made by Queen Hlizabeth to escape from being directly 
concerned in the execution of Mary by having her privately 
assassinated. The letters are those of Sir Francis Walsingham 
and William Davison to Sir Amyas Paulet and Sir Drue Drury, 
Mary’s guardians, at Fotheringhay. ‘The overtures of the Minis- 
ters to Mary’s gaolers, enemies of the Queen as they were, met 
with a stern refusal, and Paulet was rebuked by Elizabeth as a 
precise fellow, loud in boasting of his fidelity, but slack in giving 
proof of it.

Napoleon was in command of the artil- 
lery, and greatly distinguished himself during the siege. He is 
believed to have been the author of the plan of attack which led 
to victory, and was promoted to General of Brigade. This is a 
particularly valuable document, for M. de Brotonne, in the pre- 
face to © Lettres inédites de Napoléon I,” states that signatures 
of Napoleon in the second year of the Republic are very rarely 
found in private collections.

Directions are given by Napoleon for future opera- 
tions. Pirna was not to be evacuted unless the Enemy appear in 
great force, ete.

My last was by ye Pearle since which I received a Comand from his High- 
ness to keep the ffleete intire (not with standing a former order to y® contrary 
for sending part of it home) provided uppon intelligence of a fleete making 
ready in Cadiz designed for our station, which in part wee have found to bee 
true whereof I thought fitt to give yo an accot togeather wth ye reasons of 
our coming to this place, y* uppon view of y® whole you may judge of the 
condition of the fleete, and the states of our affairs. The 6th. Inst. I received 
a lre from Capt Eustace Smith (a coppy whereof comes herewith) concerning 
that fleete ; whereuppon wee imediately stood for the coast of Barbary within 
3 Leagues of Mamora, where they must pass in sight of vs if they went along 
y* coast, but wee not seeing them made towards ye bay of Cadiz, sending 
two friggts afore to gaine Intelligence what was become of them, who 
returned ye 12th. with this, yt, they sett sayle from thence 7 daies before and 
were plying off Cape Vincent to which place wee hastened and yé 15th. in 
y® morning espied them to windward of us wee being then off the bay of 
Lagos whither wee intended to goe towater. But they bearing vp vppon vs 
with intent as wee thought to fight us, I called a Councell of Warre which 
unanimously resolved to engage them y® next optunity ; being moved there- 
unto through an ernest desire yt wee had to see an end of our tedious 
expectation and a dispaire of being able to continue many daies longer at 
sea for want of Liquor and also to prevent an acession of strength which wee 
had some notice was coming from St. Sebastian. The Spanish flleete kept 
not long yt course but tackt about and stood all yt night. In y® morning 
wee were faire by them but being htle wind, a greate sea, and a thick ffogg 
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wee could doe nothing yt day. The next day wee continued y® same resolu- 
tion, and to yt end send the frigets ahead to gaine ye wind of them and to 
engage them ; but evening approaching before they could fetch them vp and 
ye rest of our flleete being far a sterne wee thought it best to desist for 
yt time. 

These cheques of Providence put vs uppon second thoughts and a strict 
review of our Instructions, which being all pervsed, and compared together 
wee could not find any authority therein: given vs to fight that party but 
rather y® contrary. The next thing y* lay before vs was our condition in 
point of victualls which wee examined and found in some shipps, but fower 
dayes drinke, the whole flleete not being able to make aboue eight at short 
allowance, and a great part of yt stinking both beverage, and water. 

There uppon wee considered what course wee should take for a supply, 
and whither to goe for ye same. To goe againe to Lagos wee held difficult 
and inconvenient the place being troublesome for watering, and all ye Country 
hereabouts not able to furnish us with one pipe of beverage wine more, so 
y* wee had noe other place to propose for recruits but Lixbone, and for 
y’ wee resolved ; yetstayed two daies after to waite ye Spaniard’s intentions, 
and ye 21 Inst. lay with our sayl@ halld upp untill they gott ye wind and 
were very neere us, but they then tacht and stood from us, whereby wee 
plainely perceived that they had noe order to fight us, as wee were likewise 
informed by a Capt of one of their shipps which wee examined coming 
thorough our flleete 3 daies before. 

The 22th our liquor ‘being neere expended wee made towards this place 
leauing y€ Diamond behind us with orders to ply between Cape Vincents and 
ye bay of Lagos to attend ye Coming of any vessell unto us out of England, 
and ye 24th. anchored in this road. 

By ye 5th. of y® next moneth I hope all will be aboard wee take from this 
place being only beverage wine, and water answerable to our other Victualls 
of which wee have a moneths at shorte allowance, and this allowance haue 
bin at this six weekes. I have taken all possible care to lengthen out all 
other sorts of provision ; more especially Licquor, and to yt end the whole 
ffleete haue boyled their meate in salt water for tenn weekes past, whereby 
diuers of our men dayly fall sick with ye scurvey. Wee haue now noe hopes 
of further supplyes but from your selues concerning which I should haue bin 
very glade to haue had a line from yot by ye Assurance whither the order 
for sending 3 m° victualls more unto us menconed in yours of the 13th. June 
been prosecuted or forborne which supplies if they come not to us in few 
daies, and therewith all sorts of stores proportionable especially sayles, and 
a good quantity of beere in Lron bound caske (the caske which we have being 
rotten, and unfitt for service) wee shall be constrayned to come home. I 
shall not add more at present, but my prayers to ye Lord to guide and direct 
you in all yor affaires, I remayne,

I doubt very much if the Siege of Temesvar can be carried, as I think the 
Emperor’s Army is not sufficient to form a siege and cover Hungary at the 
same time. The affairs of Savoy seem very dangerous, but the situation of 
the country and the precautions which they claim to have taken there give 
hope that they will be able to protect themselves from the storm. More- 
over, we have news from France that the Duke is steadfast, in spite of the 
advantageous proposals which have been made to him. The suite of my 
brother Maximilien has orders to set out, and I do not doubt that he will 
soon return to his duty. I conclude by remaining absolutely.—(7'rans. ).

Wherat we do not a little mervaill, and be right sory 
to here, that on your part any occasion should be given, either to contynue 
the old grudges, or to brede any new. The French Ambassador here resi- 
dent hath ben very earnest with us in this matter, and in furhterings the 
complaint, as a thing that toucheth both the King his Majestys honour and 
ours in this good work so well begon among youe at the testimony and 
accord of both our Ambassadors, shuld of your part be so little regarded and 
kept : Wherof we pray you so earnestly as we can that ye wold take great 
care and spedy order, if any thing hath ben attempted or now is don or 
suffred to be don by youe contrary to the first accord indented, that it be 
incontinently and without delay removed. And also with as convenient 
spede as you may, to certifie us again of your doings in this behalf, that we 
may have wherwith to content ourself, and to satisfie the said (French) 
Ambassador.
